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NAVY J.A.G. DIRECTED 
TO PREPARE TWO BILLS 


Service-Grade Retirement 
And Line-Staff Promo- 


tion Discussed 


MAY EXTEND SELECTION 


AT the conelusion of a conference held 
at the Navy Department on May 27, 
Rear Adm. Edward H. Campbell, Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy, was directed 
to prepare two personnel bills. One is to 
be a revision of the Britten bill and the 
other a simplified bill for the equalization 
of promotion between the line and the staff. 
After the bill 
up again at another conference and will be 
gone over provision by provision. 

Those who participated in the conference 


with Chairman Britten, of the personnel 
subcommittee of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, were Adm. E. W. Eberle, 
Chief of Naval Operations; Rear Adm. 


W. R. Shoemaker, Chief of Bureau of Navi- 
gation; and Rear Adm. Hilary P. Jones, 
chairman of the General Board; Judge 
Advocate General Campbell; and Comdr. 
J. S. McCain, of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. 

SEVEN-YEAR LIMIT 

Under the agreement entered into at the 
conference, the bill will substitute retire- 
ment for length of service in grade instead 
of age in grade. In this plan officers up 
to and including the grade of captain will 
he retired if they are not promoted within 
seven years of the time which they enter 
each of the grades. No mention will be 
made of the age at which officers are to be 
retired under this scheme. Up to and 
including the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander, officers will be wholly retired with 
two years’ pay, commanders and_ the 
higher grades at the present rate of pay. 
Exceptions will be made of officers who 
were commissioned from warrant officers’ 
grades and from the ranks. This class will 
receive 2% per cent for each year of their 
service, 

The bill that is to be prepared by the 
Judge Advocate General will also extend 
selection down to include lieutenants of 
the junior grade. Mr. Britten made a 
very determined stand for this feature of 
the bill, and while the Navy Department 
will probably inelude it in its reeommenda- 
tions, opposition to it will probably de- 
velop in the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs. 

The bill to equalize the line and staff 
promotion is not to include additional flag 
officers for the Staff Corps. Other fea- 
tures of the bill as pending before the 


House committee at last session will be 
simpli fied without radically changing the 
general prine iples of the measure. For 


the provisions which cover the matter of 
dete ‘rmining the status of running mates, 
there will be a short one authorizing the 
Secretary of Navy to fix the status of 
running mates at the time when the bill is 
to be put into effect. After the bill has 
heen put into effect running mates will be 
fixed by the date of their commissions. 
Although the matter of consolidating the 
two bills was discussed, the indications are 
that they will be sent to Congress by the 
department as separate measures.

SUPREME COURT GIVES 
MAJ. ROYER JUDGMENT 


Former Officer In Medical 
Corps Gets Refund of 
Pay Deduction 


CAUSED BY WAR 7 WAR BLUNDER 


D®. ELMO R. - ROYER was last Mon- 
day, May 25, awarded a judgment by 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
for the amount of alleged overpayment to 
him deducted from his pay upon his dis- 
charge by reason of being paid as a major 
in the Medical Reserve Corps, U. 8. Army, 
in France, at a time when it was claimed 
by the Government he was only a captain. 

By one of those curious blunders occur- 
ring in the press of business at the height 
of hostilities, a cablegram was sent from 
The Adjutant General's Office, Washing- 
ton, to General Pershing in France, in- 
forming him that this officer was promoted 
from first lieutenant to major, in accord- 
ance with a recommendation made by 
General Pershing. 

SUED IN COURT OF CLAIMS 

As a matter of fact, the Surgeon General 
of the Army had recommended his promo- 
tion to captain and the Secretary of War 
had approved that recommendation. After 
his discharge he sued in: the Court of 
Claims to recover the amount deducted 
from his pay and the court entered judg- 
ment in his favor. An appeal was taken 
by the United States. 

The case was argued in the Supreme 
Court as well as in the Court of Claims 
by Mr. George A. King, of King & King, 
on behalf of the officer. 

The decision of the Supreme Court sus- 


. tains the claim in every way and holds that 


this officer not only rightfully held the 
office of major and performed its duties 
and received the pay of that rank but that 
he could not properly have done otherwise 
under the circumstances. The contention 
advanced by the Government that there 
was no vacancy existing for him is said 
by the Supreme Court to be one to which 
they could not attach sufficient importance 
even to consider it seriously. 

Fortunately Officers suing in the Court 
of Claims in order to recover pay and 
allowances will not hereafter be subject to 
these frivolous appeals, as the new law 
takes away all absolute right of appeal 
and requires that a case can be brought 
up to the Supreme Court only by discre- 
tion either of the Court of Claims in ask- 
ing instructions for its guidance or by the 
Supreme Court granting relief to the de- 
feated party by issuing a writ known as 
a writ of certiorari. 


CHOSEN AS ARBITRATORS 


EN. GEORGE W. GOETHALS and 

General Samuel T. Ansell, according 
to announcements in the Virginia papers, 
have been chosen by the city of Ports- 
mouth, of which Gen. J. P. Jervey is the 
city manager, and by Norfolk County, as 
the two arbitrators selected by those mu- 
nicipalities to meet the arbitrators selected 
by the United States to make a judicial 
settlement between the parties in the mat- 
ter of the Norfolk County Ferries which 
were taken over by the Government dur- 
ing the war and have ever since been op- 
erated under a contract between the United 
States and the local governments. 
MAY INSPECT COAST DEFENSES 


(SoU. J. B. MITCHELL, C.A.C., will 
probably inspect Forts Eustis and 
Monroe, Va., June 1-5, 
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FEAR LT. G. SELBY, U.S.N., 
AND NURSE DROWNED 


ACCORDING to advices from the U. S. 
Naval Academy, it is believed that Lt. 
Gerald Selby, Med. Corps, U.S.N., on duty 
at the Naval Hospital, and Miss Lucille 
Merrill, who went out in a canoe on the 
River Severn on May 27, are both drowned. 
When midnight came and the couple had 
not returned, fears were entertained for 
their safety, and a search was instituted. 
The upturned canoe was found near mid- 
stream and just above the new state high- 
way bridge, and Lieutenant Selby’s coat 
was washed up on the beach a short dis- 
tance away. 

Searching parties sent out from the 
Academy dragged the river in the vicinity 
of where the canoe was picked up all day, 
but no trace of the bodies has been found 
at this writing. 

Louis M. Nulton, 
Superintendent of the Academy, has noti- 
fied the father of Miss Merrill, Dr. W. T. 
Merrill, of the U. S. Veterans Hospital, 
No. 44, at West Roxbury, Mass. : 

Lieutenant Selby, who is a past assist- 
ant surgeon, was a native of Pennsylvania, 
and was married, his wife at the time of 
the accident was visiting in Washington 
with Mr. and Mrs. William H. Krause, 
1601 Connecticut Avenue N.W. 

Lieutenant Selby was appointed to the 
Medical Corps October 1, 1921, from Geor- 
gia. Dr. and Mrs. Merrill arrived at 
Annapolis May 28.

QUALIFICATION SCORES 
FOR U.S.M.C. CHANGED 


OME changes in the qualification in rifle 

shooting for the United States Marine 
Corps was announced by the Navy De- 
partment on May 25. The changes follow : 

For all Marine Corps organizations and 
detachments, effective June 1, 1925, the 
necessary score for qualification as expert 
rifleman will be 306. The necessary score 
for qualification as sharpshooter will be 
290. The minimum score for marksman 
remains the same. Qualifications attained 
after May 31 will expire automatically at 
the expiration of the period of one year 
after the date of qualifying or on any date 
within such period on which a Marine 
completes his qualification or requalifica- 
tion course. No additional compensation 
will be paid enlisted men for qualifying 
with the automatic rifle after May 31. 


DEVELOP ARMY RADIO SETS 


AT the instance of the Chief Signal Offi- 
cer of the Army and in accordance 
with War Department orders, Maj. Jo- 
seph O. Mauborgne, S8.C., recently re- 
turned from the Canal Zone where he 
spent two weeks in conducting a number 
of demonstrations and tests of the im- 
proved SCR 77-B radio receiver and trans- 
mitter. A report embodying the conclu- 
sions of the Department Commander rela- 
tive to the comparative service value of 
this set has been forwarded to The Ad- 
jutant General of the Army with details 
of the tests attached. The tests con- 
clusively demonstrated that this set oper- 
ating in jungle country during the dry 
season could attain a reliable range of 6 
miles, even when locations of stations were 
unfavorably selected. 

By substituting for the VT-1 tube, stand- 
ard with the set, Radio Corporation of 
America 201-A tubes, and by the use of 
a light, simple and portable antenna and 
condenser as a substitute for the loop, 
a much greater range could be attained.

NEW DECORATION RULING 


tHANGES in Uniform Regulations No. 
CU 1, 1925, for the Navy, most of which 
have been mentioned from time to time in 
these columns, are just being distributed 
to the Service. Perhaps the most im- 
poree is the submarine insignia, which 
appears for the first time in the Navy 
Reg ciation 

One change that is of general interest 
muthorizes the use of yellow silk lace of a 
standart d approved sample as a substitute 
for gold lace. This, while not in the least

Under the head of decorations ‘on eve- 
ning clothes, if miniatures are not avail- 
able, the decorations and medals or rib- 
bons will be worn pinned on the left lapel, 
extending to the left of the lapel, if neces- 
sary.” Under the old regulations only one 
large decoration could be worn. The new 
regulutions permit the wearing of a num- 
her of decorations if miniatures are not 
available. 

(a) Miniature replicas of all medals 
(except the medal of honor), decorations, 
Service ribbons shall be of a scale one-half 
of that of the original and shall be worn 
pinned on in lieu of medals or ribbons with 
evening full dress, A and B, evening dress, 
blue, A and B; and may be prescribed by 
competent authority for dinner dress, A 
and B, and for full dress, white. The 
medal of honor shall not be worn in min- 
iature. 

(b) With the uniforms for which minia- 
tures are prescribed Service medals or rib- 
bons may be worn if miniatures are not 
available. 

According to the new regulations, aiguil- 
lettes are not to be worn by aides to offi- 
cers of lower rank than flag officers. The 
aides to captains are cut out of this list 
by the new regulation. 

The following is the text of the regula- 
tions prescribing the submarine insignia: 

Submarine insignia.—(a) A bronze “gold- 
plated metal pin, bow view of a submarine, 
proceeding on the surface, with bow rud- 
ders rigged for diving, flanked by dolphins 
in horizontal position with their heads rest- 
ing on upper edge of rudders; the device 
to be 2% inches long. 

(b) Officers “qualified” for submarine 
command in accordance with requirements 
outlined in “Submarine Instructions” shall 
be entitled to wear the above insignia. 
The insignia shall be worn at all times by 


officers, while attached to submarine units 
or organizations, ashore or afloat, and may 
not be worn at any time by officers when 


not attached to submarine units or organi- 
zations. 

(c) Enlisted men “qualified” for subma- 
rine duty in accordance with “Submarine 
Instructions” whose certification of qualifi- 
cation appears on their service records, or 
men who, prior to the issue of the Sub- 
marine Instructions, November, 1919, were 
found qualified for submarine duty and 
whose certification of qualification appears 
on their service records, shall be entitled to 
wear the above insignia embroidered in 
silk. in white on blue for blue clothing, and 
in blue on white for white clothing. The 
submarine insignia shall be worn at all 
times by enlisted men qualified to wear it, 
while attached to submarine units or or- 
ganizations, ashore or afloat, and may not 
be worn by enlisted men when not attached 
to submarine units or organizations. 

(d) To be worn with dolphins horizon- 
tal—by officers on the left breast and just 
ibove the center of ribbons or medals; by 
enlisted men on the outside of the right 
sleeve, midway between the wrist and 
elbow 


NAME FIELD FOR MAJ. DUNCAN 


NE of the most attractive of the Army 
~ tlying fields, formerly Kelly Field No. 
1 at San Antonio, Tex., has been desig- 
nated as Dunean Field by the War De- 
partment, in honor of Maj. Thomas Dun- 
ean, A.S., U.S.A., who was killed in an 
airplane accident at Bolling Field, near 
Washington, D. C., May 25, 1923. 

In a letter to Mrs. Thomas Duncan, who 
resides at 334 North Orange Avenue, Or- 
lando, Fla., Gen. Robert C. Davis, Adju- 
tant General of the Army, has written that 








“the airdrome designated as Duncan Field, 
in honor of her husband, was named in 
grateful recognition of the valuable service 
rendered to the Army and to his country 
by Major Duncan.” 

Duncan Field was the first of the two 
flying fields established southwest of San 
Antonio for the training of flyers during 
the World War, and is commonly referred 
to as Kelly Field No. 1. It was to this 
field that Major Dunean, then holding the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, went in Novem- 
ber, 1917, to fill his first assignment in 
the Air Service as executive officer of the 
field. At the present time an average of 
30 airplanes are rebuilt there each month, 
and these ships are tested at Duncan Field 
before being delivered to other flying fields 
within the Sth Corps Area.

T the suggestion of the President, the 
second National Defense Day Test will 
take place on July 4. The President, in a 
letter to Acting Secretary of War Davis, 
indicated his objections to Armistice Day, 
recommended by the War Department, and 
suggested July 4. The War Department 
at once decided upon holding the test on 
July 4, as suggested by the President. The 
War Department has sent out letters to 
the governors of states concerning the hold- 
ing of the test. 
The President's letter follows in full: 
“On the 11th instant you submitted to me a 
proposed plan of the War Department to hold 
on next Armistice Day, November 11, 1925, a 
second defense test of the same general character

as the one which was held last September. You 
state that the same conditions exist now which 
made a muster and inspection of the Army of 
the United States desirable last year, and that 
the plans contemplate that the test resemble 
more the features of the ‘Muster Day’ of Co- 
lonial times. 

“I have no objection to the holding of this 
test this year, but I do not approve your pro- 
posal that it be held on- Armistice Day. If you 
consider it desirable to hold the defense test this 
year I would suggest July 4 as being a more 
appropriate date, otherwise I think it desirable 
to get authority of Congress if any day not a 
national holiday is proposed. 

“It occurs to me that your communications to 
the governors of the several states should em- 
phasize that their response to the proposed test 
plans is purely voluntary. I mention this for 
the reason that their action must necessarily be 
predicated on what they consider to be the best 
interests of their states.”

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U.S. ARMY TO PROMOTE 
OWN MOVIE PUBLICITY 





HE War Department, in order to pro- ° 


mote a moving-picture publicity for the 
Army, has announced its policy in this 
respect. 

In order that a flow of such incidents, 
developments and occurrences suitable for 
showing in pictures in public be estab- 
lished, it is desired that steps be taken 
by each corps area commander directing 
attention to this subject and requiring the 
senior representatives of branches and im- 
portant establishments under his jurisdic- 
tion to have this matter in mind, so that 
timely pictorial action can be taken. 
Corps area signal officers will be charged 
with the responsibility of finding ways and 
means for bringing about necessary pub- 
licity and otherwise used to assist in ef- 
fecting the success of the policy.

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INVENT NEW ROTOR — 


TS. WILLIAM W. HASTINGS and 

Joseph M. Kiernan, Construction Corps, 
U.S.N., who are attending a course in 
naval architecture at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology at Cambridge, have 
jointly designed a rotor ship, which is pro- 
pelled by a new type of revolving tower. 





The experimental craft, which will be 
tested out in a few days on the Charles 
River, it is announced, is 30 feet long.

The U.S.S. Camden, Bushnell 
and Submarine Divisions 3 and 4 will leave 
Hawaiian waters on May 25 for San Diego 
and should arrive there about June 5. 
After a short stay at San Diego they will 
leave for the Canal Zone and remain there 
only long enough to rest their crews and 
obtain fuel and provisions, when they will 
then leave for New London, arriving there 
in July. This change was made as these 
divisions have been cruising continuously 
for a considerable length of time and it is 
considered desirable that they return to 
their home port as soon as possible after 
the fleet concentration. 

The U.S.S. Savannah and Submarine 
Division 11, which came around from the 
east coast with the other submarines at- 
tached to the Control Force, will remain 
in the Pacitie and will be officially assigned 
to the Submarine Divisions, Battle Fleet, 
on May 25. The future schedule of the 
U.S.S. Savannah and Submarine Division 
11 has not been definitely decided upon, 
but it is probable that these ships will re- 
main in Hawaiian waters until the navy 
yard, Mare Island, is able to dock them 
and undertake such work as may be 
necessary. 

The commander, Submarine Divisions, 
Battle Fleet, eg probably — his flag 
from the U.S.S. Beaver to the U.S.S. Sa- 
vannah prior “* the departure - the 
Beaver and Submarine Division 16 from 
Hawaiian waters for the Asiatic Station. 
When this transfer will take place is not 
detinitely known, but probably will not be 
made until the end of August. 


pt RING the absence of the Battle Fleet 
on the Australian cruise, one of the 
two submarine divisions attached to the 
Battle Fleet but stationed in Hawaiian 
waters will make a trip to the Pacific coast. 
This division (either Division 9 or 14) will 
go to San Diego from Hawaiian waters and 
then up the coast to San Francisco before 
returning to their base at Pearl Harbor. 
This trip will probably be made during 
July and August. 


LARGE number of officers have re- 

ceived orders detaching them from ships 
of the fleet now in Hawaiian waters and 
ordering them to the United States upon 
the completion of the combined maneuvers. 
A considerable number have received 
orders directing them to return by com- 
mercial transportation. The commandant 
of the 14th Naval District has reserved as 
many accommodations on ships sailing dur- 
ing the month of June as possible, and has 
17 reservations on the S.S. City of Los 
Angeles, sailing June 6; 48 on the S.S 
Ventura, sailing June 16; and 24 on the 
S.S. Calaw: aii, sailing June 20. Whether 
or not these reservations will take care of 
all of the officers entitled to them is not 
definitely known at the present time. 


HE U.S.S. Colorado, now at the navy 
yard, Puget Sound, for docking and 


annual overhaul, will not proceed direct 
from Puget Sound to Honolulu upon the 
completion of her repairs. The U.S.S. 
Colorado has been ordered to proceed from 
the navy yard, Puget Sound, about May 27, 
direct to San Francisco, where she will 
be engaged in obtaining certain data for 
a period of about 10 days. On June 8 the 


U.S.S. Colorado will leave San Francisco 
for Honolulu, arriving there about June 14. 


HE U.S.S. Arizona will leave Honolulu 

on June 5, the date previously scheduled. 
The U.S.S. Arizona will sail direct for 
San Francisco and carry a large number 
of Reserve officers who have been under- 
going their training with the fleet. The 
Arizona will arrive in San Francisco about 
June 11 and as soon as necessary transfers 
have been made will proceed to the navy 
yard, Puget Sound, for her annual over- 
haul and docking. The Arizona is due to 
arrive at the navy yard, Puget Sound, not 
later than June 15. 


UE to adverse weather conditions at the 

anchorage off Honolulu, Rear Adm. 
W. V. Pratt did not transfer his flag from 
the U.S.S. Arizona to the U.S.S. New 
Mexico until the arrival of the ships at 
Lahaina on May 9. With this transfer all 
flag officers attached to the Battle Fleet 
are now quartered on their regularly as- 
signed flagships and on which they will 
make the cruise to Australia. 


THE schedule of ships visiting Hilo and 
the voleano of Kilauea has been changed 
so that the U.S.S. West Virginia, Tennes- 
see, Colorado and. Maryland will visit that 
port from June 19 to June 22. Battleship 
Division 3 will make the visit to Hilo and 
the voleano upon their return from <Aus- 
tralian waters. 


URING the period from June 8 to 

June 20, while the Battle Fleet is 
based on Honolulu-Pearl Harbor, the bat- 
tleships will conduct certain target prac- 
tices and will also receive their annual 
inspection for the year 1924-1925. During 
this period the ships will return to their 
anchorages off Honolulu when not actually 
engaged in target practice or in conduc ting 
the exercises required by the annual in- 
spection. 


HE U.S.S. Bridge, which left San Fran- 

cisco on. ie 1, arrived at Lahaina on 
May 8 and in additional to her cargo of 
fresh provisions and supplies brought a 
considerable amount of mail to the fleet. 
The supply ship Arctic will leave Lahaina 
on May 16 for Mare Island. 


UMEROUS changes will be made in 
+‘ the personnel of the fleet upon the 
completion of the combined maneuvers. In 
addition to the large number of command- 
ing officers and executive officers who will 
be changed prior to the sailing for the 
Australian cruise, the personnel of several 
flag officers will be changed. Capt. Sin- 
elair Gannon and Lt. Comdr. J. F. Sha- 
froth, Jr., attached to the staff of the 
commander-in-chief, U. S. Fleet, will be 
detached. Captain Gannon will be relieved 
by Capt. R. H. Leigh. Capt. A. J. Hep- 
burn, chief of staff to commander, Battle- 
ship Divisions, has relieved Capt. T. J. 
Senn in command of the U.S.S. West Vir- 
ginia. Comdr. D. M. Le Breton, Battleship 
Divisions gunnery officer, will go as execu- 
tive officer of the U.S.S. Wyoming, and Lt. 
Comdr. J. R. Redman, Battleship Divisions 
radio officer, has been assigned to duty in 
the Bureau of Engineering, Navy Depart- 
ment. Comdr. V. V. Woodward, engineer 
officer of the U.S.S. Tennessee, will become 
Battleship Divisions engineer officer, re- 
lieving Comdr. F. A. Todd, who will act as 
chief of staff for the Battleship Divisions, 
and Lt. J. V. Murphy will be ordered as 
Battleship Divisions radio officer.

EDUCATION SYSTEM MENACED 


IE splendid educational system of the 

Army, which has been developed as the 
result of the real lessons of the war, is to 
feel the withering effect of the demands of 
the Director of the Budget for reductions. 
If the program of the Director of the 
Budget is to be carried out, some of the 
schools must be abolished and 
others consolidated. As General Lord is 
thinking of the Regular Army as it ex- 
isted before the World War, the necessity 
of these schools, it is stated, does not ap- 
peal to him strongly and he has indicated 
that the number of Regular officers taking 
instruction must be reduced. The Director 


service 


of the Budget’s program will require a 
revision of the training program for the 
Regular Army, and it will take a long 


step backwards toward the conditions that 
existed before the World War. 

While the colleges are demanding more 
Regular Army instructors, so that new 
units of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps can be established, the Director of 
the Budget is attempting to force on the 
War Department a program under which a 
large number of units will be discontinued. 

The War Department will be required 
to withdraw regular instructors altogether 
from the smaller colleges, and reduce them 
ut the larger institutions of learning, un- 
der General Lord's program. The Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps’ instruction sys: 


tem has about reached the original pro- 
gram outlined by the General Staff. There 


ure now about 650 active officers on duty 
ut the colleges and schools. This faculty 
of the Regular Army is training 120,000 
students. Forty thousand are in the high 
schools, while 80.000 are in the colleges. 
The course of instruction is receiving the 
highest indorsement from educators. The 
course comes under from 15 to 20 heads, 
and the amount of work required of Regu- 
lar officers at these schools is above the 
average that is required of other instruc- 
tors and professors. It bears very slight 
resemblance to the courses that eixsted in 
the colleges before the World War, when 
close-order Infantry drill was largely the 
main feature. 

The merits of the present enlarged sys- 
tem of instruction at the colleges are not 
being taken into consideration. A demand 
also is being made for the ruthless cut- 
ting of the National Guard program. The 
Director of the Budget will make another 
drive upon the National Guard allowances 
for armory drill and field training. The 
Budget of the War Department is to be 
so drastically cut that the estimate sub- 
mitted to Congress will not only make it 
impossible to develop the National Guard 
as planned by the War Department, but 
to bring about a serious decrease in its 
efficiency. Under the Budget program the 
National Guard would be turned back into 
the condition which existed before the 
Worid War. 

The War Department, by observing the 
closest economy in transportation and sup- 
plies, will this year be just about able to 
duplicate the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Camps and Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps of last year. It has, in a number 
ot respects, made slight decreases above a 
year ago by the economies which it has 
put in effect; but despite this fact, further 
reductions, it is stated, will be insisted 
upon by the Director of the Budget when 
the War Department submits its estimate 
to Congress in December. 

Unless some check is made in the cuts

of the Director of the Budget, the only 
hope for not only the Regular Army but 
the other components of the Army of the 
United States lies in a fight on the floor of 
thy Senate and House. Increases were 
mde both in the committees and on the 
floor of the Senate and House at the last 
session to maintain the Army at its pres- 
ent = status. Greater increases in the 
Budget as it is now being framed will be 
required in Congress next session, if the 
entire Establishment does not suffer a 
serious reduction. <A real crisis faces the 
Regular Army, National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserves. This is recognized in 
the War Department, but unless the Di- 
rector of the Budget is overruled the de 
partment will be helpless. 


AVIATION POPULAR AT U.S.N.A. 

1* cooperation with Rear Adm. Louis M. 

Nulton, U.S.N., superintendent of the 
U.S. Naval Academy, the Bureau of Navi- 
gation is working out the details for the 
new aviation policy of the Navy. Admiral 
Nulton, who has made a number of trips 
recently to Washington to hold conference 
with Admiral Shoemaker and the officers 
in the Bureau of Navigation, reports that 
the Midshipmen are enthusiastic over the 
proposed change in the training and in- 
struction at the Academy. If volunteers 
had been called for from the Class of 1926 
for aviation, Admiral Nulton expressed his 
belief that the entire class would have 
offered to have taken the first course of 
three months, which will start at the close 
of the present academic year. 

While the 150 Midshipmen who will be 
held at the Academy will devote most of 


their time to the course for the ground 
school, all of them will be given some 
practice flights during this period. The. 
Midshipmen who will go on the practice 
cruise this Summer will be held at the 


Academy for three months after they have 


been commissioned ensigns. In the fu- 
ture, as has been previously announced, 


all classes will be given three months of 
instruction in aviation, after they have 


been commissioned as ensigns. The course 
at the Academy will be revised for next 
year, so that the amount of instruction 
in subjects relating to aviation will be 
increased. 

After the three months’ instruction at 
the ground school at the Academy, all of 


the ensigns will be sent to ships which 
carry airplanes. In the Fleet their in- 
struction in aviation and in flying will be 
continued under regular pilots. During 
the one year and nine months with the 
Fleet. it is believed that those who de- 
velop special qualifications for aviation 
can be selected out by the authorities. 
Upon completion of the period of two 
years which is required of Midshipmen 
with the Fleet and on aviation duty at 
Annapolis, those who are to be detailed 
permanently to aviation will be sent to 


Pensacola and San Diego to complete their 
courses in naval aviation. 

Junior officers who develop special tal- 
ents for aviation will naturally not re- 
quire a very extended period of instruction 
and training at Pensacola and San Diego, 
it is believed, as they will be approaching 
the expert stage when they reach the 
special schools. 

With the working out of the new policy. 


the system of calling for volunteers for 
aviation from the Fleet will be discon- 
tinued. Aviation will then be placed com- 


pletely under the detail system, and the 
Bureau of Navigation will be able to select 
out junior officers for this duty. When an 
officer gets beyond the flying age, he will 
be assigned to other duties in the Fleet 
or at shore stations. Even those who are 
permanently detailed to aviation will serve 
largely in the Fleet in other duties, so that 
they will never be out of touch with its 
development. With this system it is be- 
lieved that the Navy will always have an 
abundance of highly trained observers and 
pilots, and it will then only be a question 
of sufficient appropriations for machines 
to give the Navy an adequate air force. 
It will then, also, be up to Congress to 
give the Navy the material for an air 
force. It will have the personnel. 


NOCE CASE PROGRESS 
LTHOUGH the last day for handing 
down decisions in the Supreme Court 

of the United States before it adjourns for 
the Summer recess is June 8, there is every 
indication that the court will reach the 
case of Capt. Daniel Noce, U.S.A., this 
session. Monday, under the court’s pro- 
cedure, is decision day. The great amount 
of work that the court is turning out was 
indicated by its session on May 25, when

for over two hours it handed down de- 
cisions or made rulings on cases which had 
been pending before it. It is altogether 
probable that the decision in the case of 
Captain Noce will be reached between June 
1 and 8. 

NAVY RETIREMENT PROTEST 
VERY vigorous protest has come from 
the junior officers of the Navy on ac- 

count of the amendment proposed by the 
Navy Department to the Britten bill, rela- 
tive to the retirement of lieutenants. As 
the Britten bill was introduced, it pro- 
vided for the complete severance of lieu- 
tenants from the Service with an allow- 
ance of S700 for each year’s service. The 
Navy Department proposes an allowance of 
two years’ pay. 


As the junior officers estimated, this 
would amount to a_ reduction of about 
81.500 in the allowance for lieutenants 


who were thus separated from the Service. 
Lieutenants who are eliminated would have 
about 10 years’ service and thus receive 
$7,000. Two years’ pay (as allow: 
are not specified) would amount to $5,5 
While there are no serious objections 
among the junior officers to the elimina- 
tion proposed in the Britten bill, they 
think that it should be passed as origi- 
nally introduced. It provides for the mini- 
mum allowances, they insist, that should 
be given a young man who has taken a 
course at the Academy and has given 10 
years of his service to the Navy. He 
ought to have at least $7,000 to get estab- 
lished in civil life, they argue, if he is to 
be separated from the Service.

NEW MARKSMAN RULES 

HE new regulations, raising the quali- 

fications for expert sharpshooter marks- 
man and gunner for the Army, is only an- 
other result of the drastic reductions in 
the appropriations for the Army. Last 
year the lower classes of qualifications for 
marksmanship were abolished. and now 
this year higher scores will be required 
of the Army. The War Department simply 
has not the funds to offer inducements 
for the development of marksmanship in 
the Army, to carry out the policy as it 
was originally adopted. This is unfor- 
tunate, and can not but result in decreas- 
ing the efficiency of the Regular Army. 

INTERESTED IN THE ARMY 

LTHOUGH former Senator George E. 

Chamberlain, of Oregon, is not in the 
Senate, he still maintains an interest in 
National Defense and the Army. With 
Senator Wadsworth, he framed the origi- 
nal National Defense Act and also the 
amended National Defense Act, which was 
passed at the close of the World War. When 
the original National Defense Act was 
passed, Senator Chamberlain was chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, and when the amended Na- 
tional Defense Act passed, Senator Wads- 
worth was chairman of the committee. 
This made practically no difference in the 
relations between the two Senators, as they 
worked together harmoniously, although 
one was a Democrat and the other a Re- 
publican. 

“If we are not going to support the 
National Guard and Organized Reserves. 
we must have a large standing Army,” 
said Senator Chamberlain, in discussing 
the suggestion that the defense test should 
be abandoned and the indifference of Con- 
gress toward appropriations for the Army. 


“When we took up in our committee 
legislation for the reorganization of the 


Army we had two propositions before us. 
One was for a Regular Army of some- 


thing like 350,000 in time of peace, with 
350,000 highly trained Reserves, so that 
the Regular Army could be mobilized im- 
mediately upon the declaration of war at 
a strength of at least three-quarters of a 
million. This was presented by the War 
Department and was properly known as 
the March plan, as General March, the then 
Chief of Staff, was credited with being its 
author. 

“The other was for a small Regular 
Army, which was a plan framed by the 
General Staff but disapproved by General 
March. With the small Army, which was 
originally proposed at 175,000 but reduced 
to 150,000, there was to be provided an 


organization of a truly federalized Na- 
tional Guard and what is known as Or- 


ganized Reserves. The Organized Reserves 


must consist largely of Reserve Officers 
organized in skeleton units. With this 


went the Military Training Camp, which 
is to be a feeder for the National Guard 
and Organized Reserves. We also provided 
for the Reserve Officers Training Corps at 
the colleges. 
HAD FAITH IN VETERANS 

sorPHE opposition to the second plan, 

which was with certain modifications 
adopted by our committee and passed by 


Congress, declared that. we could never 
secure volunteers to fill up the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserves. But 


our committee had faith in the patriotism 
of the veterans of the World War and the 
young men who are coming after them. So 
the small Regular Army and Reserves plan 
was adopted. 

“The veterans of the World War and 
the young men of the country have ex- 
ceeded our expectations in taking hold of 
the law for this Army of the United States. 
The surprising development to all advo- 
cates of National Defense who have been 
watching the events that have taken place 
in Congress and in the administration of 
the law is that the Government is abso- 
lutely refusing to accept the services of 
the young men in the country who desire 
to prepare to defend their country in the 
event of war. We all know that in the 
event of war the Government will reach 
out its strong hand and take our boys, 
but by its present attitude it refuses to 
allow them to prepare for such an emer- 
gency. 

“This has not been done by any open 
declaration, but by insidious policy, which 
unfortunately is not attracting the atten- 
tion of the country. In the first place, 
by failing to appropriate adequate funds 
for the National Guard, the War Depart- 
ment: has been forced to discontinue the 
creation of new units, and by an Execu- 
tive order it is deprived of the funds to 
give them adequate training. 

“But the climax of this destructive pol- 
icy has been reached by a proposal to dis- 
continue the annual Defense Day Test 
recommended by the War Department. In 
this defense test, without a cent of ex- 
pense to the Government, the young men, 
who will be called upon to defend their 


country, propose to get together and test. 


out our system of mobilization for land 
defense. I never dreamed that there would 
be such indifference to the welfare of the 
country manifested among men high in au- 
thority in our Government.”

It was also pointed out by the comni 
tee that should such study develop unanj 
mous conclusions upon any phase unde 
discussion, those conclusions should |p 
submitted to the Secretary of War a 
Congress with a view to furthering a stable 
development of the national defense.

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ARMY MEDICAL CORPS 


M4. GEN. M. W. IRELAND, U.S.A., 
Surgeon General of the Army, under 
date of May 5 gives an interesting review 
of current statistics for the United States 
troops located at home and abroad for the 
month ending February 28, 1925. He says: 

. For the four weeks ending February 28 
the admission rate, both for all causes and 
for disease only, was highest for the troops 
in China. The second highest rate for both 
causes was for the troops in the United 
States. The lowest rate for disease was 
in Hawaii, and for all causes in the 
Philippine Islands. 

Apparently the common respiratory and 
venereal diseases were responsible for the 
excessively high rate for the troops in 
China. The rate for each of these two 
classes was in excess of those for the 
troops in any other country, that for 
venereal diseases alone being almost four 
times as high as the second highest, which 
was for the troops in Panama. The forces 
in China also had the highest rate for 
measles, but since this rate was based upon 
one case it is of no value. 

The second highest rate for common 
respiratory diseases and the highest for 
influenza and primary pneumonia were for 
the troops in the United States. Exclud- 
ing the one case of measles in China, the 
highest rate for that disease was also for 
the troops in the United States, as was 
also the rate for mumps, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria and meningitis. , 

There were two cases of scarlet fever 
and five of mumps in the Philippine 
Islands, one case of mumps in China, one 
case of primary pneumonia in Hawaii, one 
ease of measles in Panama. No other 
acute exanthematous diseases or pneumo- 
nias were reported outside the United 
States. 

The highest admission rate for malarial 
fevers was in the Philippine Islands, the 
second highest in Panama, and no case was 
reported in Hawaii. As stated above, the 
second highest rate for venereal diseases 
was in Panama, and the lowest in the 
United States. 

No deaths for disease were reported out- 
side the United States. The highest rate 
for all causes was for the forces in China, 
but as this rate was based upon one case 
it is of no significance.

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UPHOLDING LAW AND ORDER 


HE firm and prompt action of Gov. 

Miriam Ferguson, as commander-in-chief 
of the military forces of Texas, in sending 
word to Sheriff Marshall at Dallas on May 
21, that she would back him up in preserv- 
ing law and order if it required every 
National Guardsman in the state to do so, 
had the true and fearless ring to it. 

This woman governor has certainly set 
an example to some wenk-kneed men gover- 
nors who have in the past showed timidity 
in dealing with mobs, and have delayed or 
failed to take vigorous action in preventing 
riot and disorder for fear that some one 
might not like it. 

The oceasion on which Mrs. Ferguson 
demonstrated her grit was after a mob had 
attempted to storm the jail at Dallas in 
order to get two prisoners therein, who were 
charged with killing two men and attacking 
the woman companions with them. While 
these men deserve no sympathy if they are 
guilty of the crimes charged, and fully 
deserve the severest penalty the law pro- 
vides, they were under the protection of 
the law, pending trial. 

When the mob assembled and demanded 
that the prisoners be given up to them 
Sheriff Schuyler Marshall, exercising the 
sworn duties of his office, without fear or 
faver, warned the mob to disperse and 
threatened to shoot if any attempt was 
made to storm the jail. When the mob 
disregarded his warning and fired at those 
guarding the jail and then made a rush for 
it, the action of the sheriff and his deputies 
was short and decisive. They fired into the 
mob, and when five of the latter fell 
wounded, one of them mortally, the rest of 
the mob, realizing that the sheriff meant 
business, retreated. 

It was then that Gov. Miriam Ferguson 
displayed her woman's grit and forethought 
by at once ordering an adequate force of 
National Guard to the scene of trouble to 
reenforce the sheriff. 

At last accounts the salutary lesson 
taught by Sheriff Marshall was amply suf- 
ficient, and his vigorous action probably 
saved many lives. 

There should be no useless parleying 
with a mob when once it commences 
violence. A little insignificant trouble in 
the small town of Martinsburg, W. Va., in 
1877, developed the greatest riot in the 
history of the United States and over- 
shadowed practically the entire country for 
want of firmness in the beginning. 

Inside of 48 hours 50,000 miles of rail- 
road were inoperative, many millions of 
dollars worth of property were destroyed, 
lives lost. A number of sovereign states 
had to appeal to the United States Gov- 
ernment for protection. 

It was only a mere handful of Regulars 
who could be ordered out here and there, 
but they accomplished their mission with- 
out firing a shot. 

It is the little fires that start the big 
ones unless promptly put out. All honor 


to Governor Ferguson, of Texas, and the 
sheriff.

S.L.R., MED., CAMP LEWIS, WASH.—As a 
constant reader of this paper, I would like to 
ask you to please cause the following to be 
printed in your next issue: 

The Act of Feb. 28, 1919, provides for five 
cents a mile. I reenlisted June 10, 1919, and 
was refused travel pay to my bona fide home 
through some mistake made by the company 
clerk, but on June 10 I received travel pay to 
my bona fide home, and reenlisted again June 
11, 1922, before the abolishment of said act, 
and I still claim that I am entitled to pay under 
said act having reenlisted before its abolish- 
ment. Am I right? And am I not entitled to 
travel pay for June 10, 1919? I have always 
maintained that my home is New York City— 
the mistake is not on my part. 

A. Agreement was made by you in your en- 
listment contract to accept such pay and al- 
lowances as might be authorized by Congress. 
You are entitled therefore, on discharge, to 
travel pay under laws in force at the time of 


discharge. 
SGT. W.L., SANTA LUCIA BARRACKS, 
MANILA, P. L—Q. I have just received noti- 


fication that I passed the recent Q.M.C. Staff 
Sergeant (Supply) examination. Is there any 
possible chance of my promotion before another 
examination is given? 

A. You are now No. 52 on this list. It can- 
not be stated at this time whether you will be 
promoted prior to the holding of the next ex- 
amination. 

M.D., WASHINGTON, D. C.—Q. Please tell 
me if a retired soldier who passed the ninety 
days’ examination for an officer, is entitled to 
warrant officers’ pay? Appointed Captain of 
Cavalry and placed on the inactive list until 
called. 

A. You are entitled to the retired pay of a 
Warrant Officer if you actually served as an of- 
ficer during the World War. 

X.X.Z., WASHINGTON, D. C.~-Q. Will you 
please tell me if the bill passed to equalize the 
pay of the enlisted men who were commissioned 
in the World War who have been placed on the 
retired list? I was retired in March, 1922, with 
over 20 years’ service, and held commission dur- 
ing World War. My retired pay is $115.50 per 
month. Is this correct? 

A. The bill you have in mind did not pass. 
The pay you are drawing is correct. 

-.M.G., NEW YORK CITY.—Q. (1) A sol- 
dier enlisting October 22, 1923, for a period 
of three years, deserts the service March 10, 


1924. When is he eligible to apply for a de- 
serter’s release? (2) Are there any other chan- 
nels, either by purchase, or otherwise, that 


a deserter may obtain his release without first 


surrendering himself to the military author- 
ities ? 
A. (1) The soldier in question may apply 


October 22, 1925, for deserter’s release, pro- 
viding he has resided in the place where he 
now lives and has a good record. (2) This 
question is answered in the negative. 

B.B.S., MANILA, P. I Am I right in 
speaking of or to a lieutenant (Army) as 
Mister ? Piease quote authority for answer. 

A. An Officers Manual under the heading of 
“Customs of the Service” says that when not 
on duty a lieutenant is addressed as “Mister,” 
but when on duty, especially with troops, the 
title “lieutenant” is usually used. Enlisted 
men always address lieutenants as “lieuten- 
ant.”” Some officers follow the custom of using 
the military title when introducing lieutenants. 

E.K.P., GREENSBORO, N. C.—Q. (1) Is 
it required by Army Regulations or is it merely 
optional for National Guard officers to wear 
the State abbreviation superimposed on the 
letters “‘U.S."? (2) Do Reserve officers wear 
the “U.S.R.,” “U.S.,” or “U.S.” with the “R” 
superimposed. 

A. (1) Article XIV, page 147, National Guard 
Regulations, paragraph 538 (a), reads as fol- 
lows: “For all officers of the federally recog- 
nized National Guard, the letters ‘U.S.’ in 
gothic design, five-eighths inch high, each letter 
followed by a period, with letters forming the 
authorized abbreviation of the name of the 
State, not to exceed four letters, one-fourth 
inch high, in gilt metal, superimposed thereon. 
All superimposed letters will be gothic de- 
sign. * * *." (2) With respect to Reserve of- 
ficers, they wear the plain “U.S.” 

R.A.. KANSAS CITY.—Q. Training regula- 
tions 420-50, paragraph 24, sub-paragraphs (f) 
says, “the company commander places himself 
12 paces in front of the center of and facing 
the company or the leading platoon, in time 
to receive the report of the first sergeant,” 
but no mention is laid down in the regulations 
as to where the platoon leaders place them- 
selves. .Do platoon leaders place themselves in 
the line of file closest while the first sergeant 
complies with par. 24 (a)? 

A. While the company is being formed, 
platoon leaders have no specified position until 
the first sergeant has reported. They then 
take three paces in front of the centers of 
their respective platoons. 

G.S.C., RETIRED.—From the _ information 
given in your letter, it appears that you are 
entitled to enter one of the Regular Army 
Soldiers’ Home. Suggest that you communi- 
cate with the Governor of the U.S. Soldiers’ 
Home, Washineton. D. C. 

H.B., FT. EUSTIS, VA.—Q. (1) When did 
the 7th U.S. Cavalry arrive in the P. I. in 
1905? (2) What date did the 2d Squadron 
of the 2d U.S. Cavalry arrive in the P. I. in 
1903? 

A. (1) The ist Squadron, 2d Squadron, and 
Headquarters and 3rd Squadron, all of the 7th 
U.S. Cavalry, arrived in the Philippines on

LINE AND STAFF TITLES 
To Tue Eptror: 

66 FATHER NEPTUNE,” in his letter 

printed in your issue of May 23, is, 

I think, a little too far fetched in his 
ideas about staff officers of the Navy giv- 
ing their ideas about sea strategy and tac- 
tics to the daily press and assuming to 
know as much about these elements as do 
officers of the line. I have never heard of 
any officer of the staff assuming to talk 
on such matters in public, and when they 
do talk they have the good grace to con- 
fine their remarks to matters of a neutral 
nature or the duties of their respective 
offices. 

The quibble raised by some conceited 
officers of the line about the holding of line 
titles by staff officers, which the law pro- 
vides for, is unwarranted and unfair. It 
is true that the medical officer and pay 
officer and others do not navigate, or con 
the ship in battle, but it is equally true 
that the staff officers share the dangers of 
the deep and the dangers of battle equally 
with the line officers. Why, then, quibble 
about a title? “A man’s a man for a’ 
that.” 

The medical officer particularly, both 
afloat and ashore, in battle nerforms oft- 
times heroic service aiding the wounded 
under the most trying conditions, and some 
pay officers have proved their mettle in 
emergency outside the duties of their office. 

“Father Neptune,” if indeed he is en- 
titled to the distinction of being a real son 
of the sea, might read with great ad- 
vantage the remarkable record of a_ staff 
officer who as an all-around officer perhaps 
was fully the equal in seamanship of any 
line officer afloat in his day. I refer to 
the late Engineer-in-Chief George W. Mel- 
ville, who had the rank of rear admiral. 

He was a man of rare professional 
ability, daring, resourceful and _ lovable. 
In the ill-fated Jeanette Expedition to the 
Arctic regions, under Commander DeLong, 
of the Navy, after the trying drift of the 
Jeannette through unknown seas, when 
the end of the vessel was at hand, the 
ship's company in three boats had to start 
for unknown shores. 

Melville was placed in command of one 
of the boats, and he brought his crew safe 
ashore after braving ice and storm in a 
terrible struggle. The other two boats and 
all their occupants perished. Still Mel- 
ville was not satisfied. After a few days’ 
rest he led a volunteers’ party far down 
the lonely waste about the Lena Delta, 
where he figured the other boats ought 
to drift to, and discovered the bodies of 
DeLong and Doctor Ambler and_ their 
boats’ crew. 

He then fought his way over 500 miles 
of Arctic water and ice for the remains 
of the other crew, until he found all the 
records of the Jeanette expedition, and he 
established the fact that the other boat 
had been lost. He built a tomb, and gave 
the remains of his deceased shipmates a 
Christian burial. 

_For his heroic action in the Artic Mel- 
ville received special promotion with the 
approval of the entire Navy and the eoun- 
try at large. Melville was a staff officer, 
but if he were alive today I suppose some 
quibbler of the line would be aghast at his 
having the rank and title of rear admiral.

Captain Frothingham’s authoritative account 
of the Battle of Jutland is contained in this 
volume, so that in view of the widespread dis- 
cussion of that great naval action—the greatest 
in the history of the world—the book is of out- 
standing importance in value. Lord Sydenham, 
in a letter to Captain Frothingham, congratu- 
lates him on his handling of the great drama, 
and states that he finds the whole account very 
clear, and that Captain Frothingham has been 
able to gather up the facts as he had never 
seen anywhere else. 

There are a number of appendices to the 
volume, which give the letter of Admiral Jelli- 
coe to the British Admiralty, and the written 
approval of the Admiralty, defining the conduct 
of the fleet in action.

LEGAL DEPARTMENT

The following service opinions are announced: 


1. My opinion has been requested as to 
whether the retirement pay under the provi- 
sions of the last paragraph of Section 7, Naval 
Omnibus Bill, under the caption “Marine Corps 
Personnel,”’ quoted below, is 2% percent of the 
amount of pay received to date of retirement, 
in accordance with the literal requirement of 
the statute, or is it 24% per cent for each year 
of total service, that is a percentage equal to 
214 percent multiplied by the total number of 
years of service. The provision in question is 
as follows: 

“That any officer of the grade or rank of 
colonel whose name is not borne on one of the 
current eligible lists for appointment as brig- 
adier general or head of .a staff department 
shall, if more than 56 years of age, be retired 
with a percentage of the pay received by him 
at the date of retirement equal to 214 percent, 
to be computed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 1 of the act entitled ‘An 
Act to readjust the pay and allowances of the 
commissioned and enlisted personnel of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, and Public Health Serv- 
ice,” approved June 10, 1922, not to exceed 
75 percentum.” 

Considering the act as a whole and other 
statutes in para materia, there can be no rea- 
sonable doubt that the percentage of retirement 
pay there provided is 2% percent multiplied 
by the number of years of service. No ques- 
tion can be made, and none should be raised, 
concerning it. This is a simple case of loose 
draftsmanship. In the very same section, and 
almost immediately preceding the paragraph 
in question, language is used in a closely re- 
lated situation which clearly expresses the in- 
tention of Congress in both situations. Retire- 
ment pay is there prescribed as “equal to 2% 
percentum for each year of total active serv- 
ice.”’ 

That such is the meaning of the paragraph 
in question is conclusively shown by the limi- 
tation contained in the same paragraph that 
the total amount of retirement pay is “‘not to 
exceed 75 percentum” of the pay received at 
the time of retirement. The many statutes 
which must be construed in para materia with 


the provision in question but confirm this con-. 


clusion. 

This is 
“for each year of total active service,” which 
are implied in this paragraph. In such an in- 
stance, the Supreme Court has said so many 
times that it is now a familiar rule that where 
by following the letter the result would be 
unreasonable and in discord with, the policy 
of the legislation on the same subject, courts 
will sacrifice the literal meaning in order to 
achieve the obvious legislative purpose. Ozawa 
vs. U. S., 260 U. S. 178, and cases cited. In 
such instances words may be added or ignored. 

2. In response to a request by the Secretary 
of the Navy for opinion on several questions 
arising under Section 11 of the Act of March 
4, 1925, which refers to the Marine Band, the 
Comptroller General decided: 

(1) The said Act of March 4, 1925, in re- 
enacting the provision in the Act of August 
29, 1916, relating to the pay and allowances 
of the leader of the band, effected no change 
in the law governing the pay and allowances 
of such leader. 

(2) As there is no restriction in the Act of 
March 4, 1925, limiting the service that may 
be counted for the purpose of longevity pay 
by the second leader and the musicians of the 
band to service in the band they are entitled 
to count any and all service that may be 
counted by other enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps. 

(3) The said Act of March 4, 1925, also pro- 
vides that the second leader shall have the 
allowances of a sergeant major, and the mu- 
sicians of the band the allowances of a ser- 
geant. A sergeant major and a sergeant are 
entitled to an enlistment allowance as pro- 
vided in Section 9 of the Act of June 10, 1922. 
See 2 Comp. Gen. 353. 

(4) This Act of March 4, 1925, does not af- 
fect the period or base pay of the leader of 
the band in the event of promotion thereto of 
the second leader or a musician of the band. 
It merely authorizes the counting of the prior 
service in the band in computing the longevity 
pay of such appointee. 2 Comp. Gen. 212. 
The period or base pay of the leader of the 
band having been determined as that of the 
third period under the Act of June 10, 1922, 
it so remains as long as the position is filled 
by a person who is not a commissioned officer, 
until changed by law. ; 

(5) The provision in the Act has no appli- 
cation in computing the pay of former mem- 
bers of the band retired prior to July 1, 1922. 

(6) The provision in said Act making ap- 
plicable the new rates of pay “in computing 
the pay of former members of the band now 
on the retired list and who have been retired 
since June 30, 1922,” evidently refers to those 
members of the band who were retired as such 
and not as members of the Fleet Marine Corps 
Reserve. Answering the question specifically, 
I have to advise you that the said provision 
in the Act of March 4, 1925, relating to re- 
tired members of the band has no effect on 
the pay of a former member of the band 
transferred to the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve 
prior to July 1, 1922, and retired subsequent 
to that date. (To Sec. of Navy, May 13, 1925.) 

3. A former member of the Marine Band 
who was discharged on November 10, 1923, is 
entitled to receive longevity pay under the 
Act of June 10, 1922, from July 1, 1922, to 
November 10, 1923, by reason of Section 11 of 
the Act of March 4, 1925. In this connection 
it was stated: This provision making the rates 


simply an omission of the words 


retroactive to July 1, 1922, is in effect a 
change in the law effective as of that date 
and is as effective as though the amendatory 
laws have been enacted during June, 1922. 

The descriptive phrase ‘‘former members” 
used in referring to the persons on the retired 
list of the Marine Corps who were retired 
while members of the band does not affect the 
retroactive provision so as to exclude from 
the benefits of the Act persons who were mem- 
bers of the band July 1, 1922, and have since 
separated therefrom otherwise than by retire- 
ment. The tentative settlement of claimant’s 
claim includes only difference in base pay for 
the period July 1, 1922, to November 10, 1923. 
The claim was made for “Difference in pay 
as received, and new rates of pay authorized 
by Act of Congress, approved March 4, 1925.” 
As claimant had over twelve years of service on 
July 1, 1922, he is entitled to a 15 percent in- 
crease for longevity specifically provided for in 
said Act. See decision this date to Secretary 
of the Navy, A-9110. Settlement for differ- 
ence in pay including this increase will ac- 
cordingly be made for the period in question. 
(Tovornick’s case, May 13, 1925.) 

4. With regard to change in “Instructions 
for Carrying Into Effect the Joint Service 
Pay Bill Act of June 10, 1922,” as affected by 
section 19 of the Act of March 4, 1925, relat- 
ing to enlistments and reenlistments in the 
Navy, the Comptroller General says: Section 
19 of the Act of March 4, 1925, increases the 
maximum period of enlistment in the Navy 
from four years to six years. The maximum 
enlistment allowance for the first three grades 
under the Act of June 10, 1922, is $50 for 
each year of the maximum period of four years 
or $200; and for the other grades, it is $25 
for each year of the maximum period of four 
years, or $100. 

The provision in the act of March 4, 1925, 
as affects enlistment allowance authorizes pro- 
portionate benefits for a “longer period,” that 
is, for six years. The effect of that provision 
is to increase the maximum enlistment allow- 
ance proportionately with the increase in the 
maximum enlistment period, or from $200 to 
$300 for the first three pay grades, and from 
$100 to $150 for the other grades. The _pro- 
posed changes in instructions appear to be in 
conformity with the law and are approved. 
(To Sec. of Navy, May 8, 1925.) 

5. Increased rental and subsistence allow- 
ance is payable to an officer of the Reserve 
Corps of the Army when on active duty for 
training when dependency of the mother is es- 
tablished. In the instant case the mother’s 
affidavit shows she is a widow, 59 years of age, 
in poor health; that she keeps house by her- 
self at Meadville, Pa., and that her son, the 
claimant, is her only child, that he has con- 
tributed to her $100 per month for the past 
two years; that she owns no property except 
tangible personal property in the value of 
$3,000, and that she has no income other than 
the contributions of her son. 

The statement of the claimant dated Septem- 
ber 26, 1924, shows his occupation to be field 
erection representative and office administra- 
tor with the Phoenix Iron Works, and that 
when employed he receives $200 per month, 
and that during the present year his income 
was $2,400, but that at present and _ since 
April 1, 1924, he has not been employed, the 
foundry of his employer being closed, and that 
when employed he is on the road most of the 
time but when not on the road he lives with 
his mother. Upon the evidence submitted the 
Comptroller General concludes that the mother 
of claimant was in fact dependent on him for 
her chief support within the meaning of the 
act of June 10, 1922. (Everett’s case, May 8, 
1925.) 

6. An officer of the Reserve Corps of the 
Army while on active duty for training is not 
entitled to rental allowances for a dependent 
méther during such period, it appearing that 
the officer is the manager of the business be- 
longing to the father who has been. confined 
to his bed for 14 months by a paralytic stroke. 
In reviewing the case, the Comptroller General 
said: Real estate owned by the father is 
shown in the mother’s affidavit as follows: The 
home in which the family lives, valued at 
$3,700 and mortgaged for $1,900, the father’s 
business property valued at $6,800, mortgaged 
for $3,900; the income derived from the father’s 
business for the two preceding years being 
stated as $4,000. : ; 

The contribution of the son’s services in the 
conduct of his father’s business in return for 
his board and room may, so far as the evidence 
shows, be a fair return for his services; cer- 
tainly the father is entitled to a return on his 
investment and the good will of the business, 
but as the claim is presented the net income 
properly creditable to the latter items is treated 
as a contribution of the officer. Under the law 
the primary obligation to support the family 
rests upon the father and it appears that by 
reason of his property holdings and his busi- 
ness he is able to and is fulfilling his duty in 
that regard. (Snow’s case, May 8, 1925.) — 

7. In a claim submitted by a former first lieu- 
tenant of the Army wherein he had been found 
indebted to the Government over $500 for _com- 
mutation of quarters, heat and light, the Comp- 
troller General held: It appears that claimant 
was married and not divorced and was contrib- 
uting to the support of his child by the mar- 
riage. The act of April 16, 1918, entitled of- 
ficers coming within its provisions to the al- 
lowance who maintained an abode for a wife, 
child, or dependent parent. It is therefore 
necessary to determine whether the mother was 
dependent under the act, the officer having a 
wife and child. Upon review the settlement is 
modified and $245 certified due claimant. 
(Batchelor’s case, May 11, 1925.) 


FOREIGN MILITARY 
AND NAVAL NEWS 


GREAT BRITAIN 


¢¢°P HE airship can take troops to a base, 

and from the base airplanes can rush 
up reinforcements quickly,” says the Army 
Navy & Air Forcé Gazette, of London. 
This has been demonstrated in Iraq, where 
the Royal Inskilling Fusiliers were so 
rapidly moved that a serious border situa- 
tion was avoided on one occasion. Quite 
apart from this special kind of movement, 
one airship can place troops at a concen- 
tration point at the rate of a company 
every four days to India from home; four 
take a battalion; gun transportation is 
also being worked out.” 


NEW type of 16-inch armor-piercing 

shell for the British service has been 
produced by Hadfields, Ltd., of Sheffield, 
England, the well-known steel makers. 
Sir Robert Hadfield has announced that 
the shell has satisfactorily undergone tests 
of the most stringent character. <A few 
years ago, he said, it would have been 
deemed impossible to manufacture a shell 
capable of passing the tests in question. 
The new projectiles, it is understood, are 
for use in the 16-inch guns which are to 
form the main armament of the _ battle- 
ships Nelson and Rodney, now under con- 
struction. Experience gained at the Battle 
of Jutland showed the ordinary tests ap- 
plied at the proof butts to be inadequate. 
A shell that would pierce a given thickness 
of plate when striking at right angles was 
liable to break up when holing the same 
plate at an oblique angle, and to this 
weakness on the part of the British pro- 
jectiles is attributed the escape of several 
German capital ships which were hit re- 
peatedly in the course of the action. 

A committee appointed by Lord Jellicoe 
in 1917 evolved an improved type of shell 
which “would at the same oblique impact 
and range pass through a plate of twice 
the thickness before detonating, and could, 
therefore, with delay-action fuse. penetrate 
to the magazines of a capital ship.” 


SIAM 


NEW gunboat for the Siamese Navy, 

named the Ratanakosindr, launched at 
the yard of Sir W. G. Armstrong, Whit- 
worth & Co. (Ltd.), Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
recently, is the first naval vessel to be con- 
structed in Great Britain for any foreign 
government since the World War. The 
leading particulars are: Length between 
perpendiculars, 160 feet; beam, 37 feet; 
normal draft, 10 feet 9 inches; normal dis- 
placement, 1,000 tons. Protection is af- 
forded by a nickel steel belt, 2% inches 
thick, amidships, tapering to 1% inches 
at bow and sterm. Bulkheads of the same 
material, varying from 1 inch to 2% inches, 
have been worked into the structure. The 
upper deck is armored with 1-inch and 
*4-inch high-tensile steel, with an extra 
thickness of 14% inches over the magazines. 
The conning tower is a structure of cast 
steel, 4% inches thick. The propelling 
plant consists of triple-expansion engines 
operating twin screws. They are designed 
to generate 850 indicated horsepower, giv- 
ing a speed of 12 knots. Stowage is pro- 
vided for 96 tons of oil fuel. The vessel 
will be armed with two ‘6-inch quick- 
firing guns, singly mounted in gun houses, 
one forward and one aft. Four 3-inch 
antiaircraft guns are also provided. The 
complement of the gunboat is about 52 
officers and men. 


ITALY 


[X the first step taken in the reorgani- 
zation of the military and naval forces 
of Italy, by the passage of Premier Mus- 
solini’s army reform bill on May 19, the 
navy was placed subordinate to the army. 
The measure went through the Senate very 
easily by 160 votes to 28 after a debate 
between the premier and Admiral Thaon 
di Revel, former minister of marine. 

Defending the provision giving plenary 
powers to the head of the army general 
staff against the arguments of the admiral, 
Mussolini said the three arms of the serv- 
ice—military, naval and aerial—must be 
coordinated and that this coordination 
could best be effected under the army, as 
greatest of the three. 

Behind the Alps, he pointed out, there 
were three great peoples, western, German 
and Slay. Any invasion of Italy would 
come, as it had always come, from one of 
those directions. The war of the future 
would, like the World War, be waged 
mainly on land, aithough the influence of 
the navy would doubtless be very great, 
especially if it were a question of a war 
of exhaustion. 

Admiral di Revel’s argument was that 
future wars would more likely be decided 
on the sea than on land, and that there- 
fore it was a dangerous policy to make the 
navy subordinate.

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POST-WAR SMALL ARMS 
HISTORY IS CONTINUED 


“)LLOWING is a continuation of the 
i post-war development of small arms, 
the history of which was_ begun in the 
Army AND NAvYy JOURNAL, issue of May 16.

Automatic small arms, such as machine guns 
have had their designs based 


of high power, d 
ypon two main systems of automatic action. 
One system is operated by the recoil of the 
breech mechanism, together with the barrel, the 
breech remaining locked until the bullet had 


ft the barrel, and then unlocking automatically 
by various mechanical arrangements. Of this 
system, the two most successful weapons are 
the German Maxim and the Browning machine 
cun. The other system is gas operated, i. e., 
the ressure of the powder gases behind the 


bullet pass through a port near the muzzle of 


the gun and into a cylinder, forcing a piston 
to the rear, which, by a sequence of mechanical 
devices, unlocks and opens the breech. The 
two best known weapons based on this system 
are the French Hotchkiss machine gun, and 
the Browning automatic rifle. 

Neither of these two systems of automatic 


operation can be made sufficiently light, simple 
and strong for use in a shoulder rifle. 

Thompson Caliber .20 Auto Rifle-—The Thomp- 
son auto rifle is based upon the wedge princi- 
ple. This system consists of a wedge slidably 
located in a bolt, which, due to the inertia of 
the masses involved, the friction of the sliding 
surfaces and the briefness of the time interval, 
slides out of place and unlocks the bolt, as the 
pressure falls, the sequence being completed, 
after the bullet has left the muzzle. In the 
ease of the caliber .30, the wedge consists of 
its mechanical equivalent, the screw, in com- 
bination with a rotating bolt mechanism. This 
system functions quite satisfactorily for the 
caliber .30, providing the cartridge cases are 
lubricated with a thin film of sperm oil which 
s placed on the cases by means of a double 
set of oil pads located on each side of the in- 
terior of the magazine. Without these pads, 
this rifle will not function at all, but with the 
pads in operation, will fire several hundred 
rounds at a high rate. The advantage of this 
system is that it is simple. It has the big 
disadvantage of not functioning at all without 
il pads, and of requiring a very long re- 
ceiver, thus interfering with the proper dimen- 
sions of stock by bringing the face of the firer 
oo close to the receiver. This rifle is slightly 

er and heavier than the standard Spring- 
eld rifle An order for 20 Thompson rifles 
placed with the Auto-Ordnance Cor- 
poration, ten of which are to be delivered in 
March to be sent to Benning for service test. 

The Garand.—The Garand caliber .30 semi- 
automatic rifle has been developed by the Ord- 
nance Department, and is called after the de- 
signer, “The Garand.” It is operated by the 
set-back of the primer, acting through the 
firing pin to unlock the bolt and allowing the 
breech machanism to function in extracting, 
ejecting and re-loading. The function of the 
primer in this sequence involves more than 
the working energy of the primer alone, as the 
high pressures developed in the cartridge by the 
powder gases assist in the set-back of the 
vrimer, the total movement of the primer serv- 
ing to move back a tappet with a small pro- 
jection in the center which serves as a firing 
pin. 

The movement of the tappet or firing pin is 
transmitted to an actuator, which, as it con- 
tinues backward through inertia, operates a cam 
and unlocks the bolt. By this time the bullet 
has left the muzzle. After the bolt is un- 
locked, the vesidual pressure is sufficient to 
push the bol. back, extracting, ejecting and 
re-loading automatically. 

The Garand, while theoretically not as sim- 
ple in operation as the Thompson, has the great 
advantage that it will operate in rapid fire for

about 100 rounds without any oiling of the 
cartridge case. By a somewhat similar oiling ar- 
rangement as the Thompson, it will continue 
to fire several hundred rounds more_ before 
over-heating. Ordnance tests so far indicate 
that Garand will function more _ satisfactor- 
ily than the Thompson, if neither gun is sup- 


plied with oi] pads. and at least as efficiently 
when both are supplied with pads.

General Service Schools.—The instructions 
under head of general service schools say in 
part: 


For the present, the number of students will 
be limited to 200. 

The number of students in the course will not 
exceed 200 and will be distributed to all arms in 
proportion to their authorized strength, excepi 
that no arm will have less than two students 
If any arm cannot fill its quota in any year 
its vacancies will be pro rated to other arms 
which can use them, in proportion to their 
authorized strengths. 

Graduates will be assigned by selection to duty 
in the following order of priority: (a) Foreign 
service policy; (b) duty which requires no 
change of station; (c) instructor at a special 
service school; (d) other duty. 

Duty With Troops.—Any duty, considered ad- 
ministratively as duty with troops or duty in 
command of troops, will be so considered regard- 
less of the dates when performed. 

The following duties will be considered as 
duty with troops: 

Duty with a unit of the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps to which enlisted men of th« 
Regular Army are detailed as assistants; duty 
as a tactical officer at the Military Academy. 

Any officer not otherwise on duty with troops 
will be detailed to duty with troops by The 
Adjutant General, in addition to the officer’s 
other duties, upon the request of the corps aree 
or department commander or chief of branck. 
under whose orders the officer is serving. Th« 
request will state the kind of duty (Organized 
Reserves, National Guard, etc.) to which the 
officer is to be assigned and the number :of 
hours per week which the officer can perform 
on the additional duty.

CABTER.— Maj. Gen. William H. Car- 
ter, U.S.A., Ret., an officer of distin- 

guished service, died at his home, 2125 


Bancroft Place, Washington, D. C., May 
24, 1925, of heart trouble. He was born 
in Tennessee, November 19, 1851, and was 
a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1873, 
when he was assigned to the Sth Infantry. 
He was transferred to the 6th Cavalry in 


1874. Secretary of War Root gave General 
Carter special credit, for his exceptional 
ability and untiring industry contributed 


to the work of devising, bringing about and 
putting into operation the General Staff 
law. He was personally charged with the 
preparation of the act of Febru: ury 2, 1901, 
reorganizing the Army; he wrote the Gen- 
eral Staff law and the act under which 
state claims were settled after the War 
with Spain, preparing it at the Capitol at 
the request of a large committee of Sena- 
tors. Aside from these important services 
at Washington, General Carter has a fine 
record for service in the field. His great- 
est pride, perhaps, was in his service dur- 
ing the Civil War. When only 12 years 
and 6 months old his name first appeared 
on the rolls, May 21, 1864, when he was 
employed as a mounted despatch carrier, 
serving during the last year of the war 
with the civil employes armed and organ- 
ized for duty in the defenses of Nashville. 
General Carter was the holder of a Medal 
of Honor for heroic service during a fight 
with Indians at Cibieu, Ariz., August 30, 


1881, in rescuing, with the voluntary as- 
sistance of two soldiers, the wounded 
under a heavy fire, while serving as first 


lieutenant of the 6th Cavalry, under Col. 
BE. A. Carr. Part of his regiment came 
across a band of hostile Apaches and a 
fight followed. The regiment lost heavily, 
and temporarily was forced to retreat. <A 
number of wounded men lay exposed to the 
fire of the Indians, and Lieutenant Carter 
started to their rescue. Two enlisted men 
realized the intention of their lieutenant, 
and, placing themselves at his side, the 
three went out across the sand toward the 
Indian stronghold under the fire of the 
Apache rifles. The officer and his two 
assistants carried all the wounded back to 
a place of safety.

He was a mem- 
ber of the first War College board, July 1, 
1902, and submitted a scheme for the estab- 
lishment of a training school for farriers 
and blacksmiths in 1902. General Carter 
was in command of troops engaged in sup- 
press: ng the Pulajan insurrection in Samar 
in 1905. Following his retirement for 
age in 1915, General Carter took up resi- 
dence in Washington. He is survived by 
a widow, Mrs. William H. Carter; and a 
son, Maj. William B. Carter, U.S.A., of 
the Adjutant General's office, stationed in 
San Francisco. 

The funeral of General Carter took place 
in St. John’s Church May the burial 
being at Arlington with military honors.

He was 
placed on the retired list for physical dis- 
ability incident to the Service in October, 
1917. with the rank of colonel. During 
the World War he was assigned to duty 
in the office of the Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy, and served to March 4, 1918, 
on which date his health was such that he 


could not longer continue in office. 
TREDERICK.—Master Sgt. Raymond 


W. Frederick, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., sta- 
tioned at Erie Proving Ground, Ohio, died 
May 2, 1925. as a result of an automobile 
accident while on furlough with his family 
in the East. After having visited Wash- 
ington, Virginia and Gettysburg, they were 
en route to Binghamton, N. Y., and when 
near Scranton, Pa., stopped the ear to 
obtain water for the radiator, and as he 
was crossing the road was struck by an- 
other car travelling at a high rate of speed 
and thrown to the cement roadbed, frac- 
turing his skull, and dying during the night 
at the Pennsylvania State Hospital, Seran- 
ton, without gaining consciousness. His 
wife and two children in the car were wit- 
nesses to the accident. 

Sergeant Frederick was born at Brack- 
neyville, Pa., January 22, 1881, and started 
his military career in 1899 by enlisting in 
Company F, 47th U. 8S. Volunteers, and 
saw hard service in the Philippine insur- 
rection. He reenlisted in the 49th Com- 
pany, C.A.C., at Governors Island, : 
and served the majority of his enlistment 
at Ft. Williams, Me. He then reenlisted 
in the Hospital Corps and served again in 
the daggy 5 gener Returning from foreign 
service, he again reenlisted in the 49th 
Company, CAC. at Ft. Williams, where 
he remained until 1916 and in which or- 
ganization he became first sergeant. In 
1916 he was appointed ordnance sergeant 
of the post N.C.S. and ordered to the 
Mexican border, and then into Mexico with 
the Punitive Expedition. He was made a 
temporary captain of Infantry and served 
as an instructor at Camp Pike and was 
later promoted to a majority. He subse- 
quently reenlisted in the Ordnance Depart- 
ment and served in the grades of technical 
and master sergeant. Sergeant Frederick 
was married in December, 1919, to Miss 
Eunice Louise Johnson, of Helena, Ark., 
and since that time has lived at the Erie 





Proving Ground, Ohio, where their two 
children, Louise and Raymond, were born. 
“Sergeant Frederick,” writes a comrade, 
“was an excellent husband and father. 
He was a true type of the older military 
man, appreciated by his friends, and his 
passing is regretted by all who knew him 
as the true, loyal friend and soldier that 
he was.”

YOODRELL.—Brig. Gen. Mancil C. 
Goodrell, U.S.M.C., Ret., a veteran of 
the Civil, Spanish and World Wars and of 
the Philippine Insurrection, died on May 
23, 1925. at the Naval Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C. General Goodrell served 
over 10 years at sea, over 3 years on for- 
eign service, and over 27 years on other 
duty.

Since March 
have rallied a full 12 
new high for the year. 
oy the motors and public utilities, and some 
of those issues appear to have been carried 
higher than their actual values warrant. 

News affecting the market continues cheer- 
ful. Freight car loadings are at the highest 
level ever recorded. This is a dependable bar- 
ymeter of general trade conditions, and it in- 
dicates that consumption is at high levels. 
High consumption, in turn, means that produc- 
tion must also be at a high rate. 

The situation abroad has improved immensely 
since the Dawes Plan went into effect. The 
British pound has returned to par, and that 
country and all its principal dominions are on 
a gold basis. England's foreign trade has in- 
creased 20 per cent, Germany’s 73 per cent, 
France’s 14 per cent, and that of the United 
States 39 per cent, since the Dawes Plan be- 
came effective. There is also every indication 
that France will meet the desires of the Amer- 
ican State Department and take immediate 
steps to formulate plans for refunding her debt 
to this country. 

The and steel industry has had perhaps 
as severe a setback as any of the major in- 
dustries, now operating at about 75 per cent 
of capacity, as compared with over 90 per 
cent in March. However, prices are stabilized 
nd it is reported that the United States Steel 
Corporation is now booking orders at a con- 
siderably higher rate than a month ago. The 
letdown was to be expected after the spurt 
which this industry took during the first three 
months of the year. A little time has been 
necessary for demand to catch up with output. 

Another favorable development of importance 
is the recovery that has recently taken place in 
grain prices. Amother season at these levels and 
the farmer will bove recovered his old prosperity, 


iron 


a factor which is one of the bases of general 
prosperity. 


The copper industry has lagged behind the 
other important industries because of over- 
developed production capacity, but there are 


signs of betterment. The leading companies 
have curtailed output temporarily and prices 
for the metal have a firmer undertone. 

The sharp advance that has recently taken 
place in the price of crude rubber is perhaps 
a little unhealthy for the tire industry, prices 
having gone to levels exceeded only by the in- 
flation market of 1919. Otherwise the rubber 
tire companies are in a strong technical posi- 
tion, there being a very heavy demand and few 
tires in the hands of dealers. The majority of 
the leading companies are believed to be fairly 
well supplied with crude rubber. 

In the bond market, strength similar to that 
of the stock market is found. Bond prices, 
of course, are dependent primarily upon interest 
rates, a parallel being maintained between 
rates in the money market and bond yield 
There is little indication of higher interest 
rates over a long period of time, and, conse- 
quently, little prospect of a major reaction in 
the bond market. 

The shipment of gold abroad is being off- 
set by a trend downward in commodity prices, 
which means less credit is necessary in com- 
mercial channels than would be the case if 
commodity prices remained stationary or ad- 
vanced. It is easily seen that very much less 
credit is necessary to move the cotton crop at 
25 cents a pound than at 40 cents. The flexi- 
bility of credit possible under the Federal Re- 
serve System aiso is an important factor in 
eliminating credit stringency and higher in- 
terest rates. At the present time, a credit 
panic is virtually impossible, and aside from 
minor seasonal fluctuations, interest rates are 
likely to remain at about their present levels 
for a protracted period. 

There are still many sound investment bonds 
selling at prices to yield a higher return than 
would be possible were the investors’ funds 
lent in the open market, and so long as this 
continues, these bonds are in a buying position. 

In both the stock and the bond market, the 
safest investments are found in the railroads 
group, generally speaking. This is one of the 
great industries that has not expanded very 
much during recent years and demand is equal 
to capacity operations, or practically so. More- 
over, there has not been the advance in prices 
in that field that there has been in the in- 
dustrial or public utility.
